LEGISLATIVE ANALYST PROGRAM 
H. A. SPAFFORD 
Chairman, Legislative Analyst Committee 

At the annual business session of the Society held at 
Decatur in January of this year, a course of action was 
approved for the Society to employ a full time Legisla- 
tive Analyst, to serve the professional interests of the 
Society when the General Assembly is in regular ses- 
sion, beginning next January. In that the present in- 
come of the Society is not sufficient to finance this pro- 
gram it is, for the time being, contingent upon voluntary 
contributions of our members. 

Each member is requested to assist the financing of 
the Legislative Analyst by making contributions through 
his local chapter Legislative Analyst Committee. Eight 
thousand dollars is needed. The State Legislative An-

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alyst Committee suggests as a tentative guide that mem- 
bers whose annual income is $5,000 or less contribute 
45.00, while those whose incomes are above $5,000 con- 
tribute $10.00. Some members have expressed their 
willingness to contribute more than this schedule sug- 
gests. Any contribution more or less will be gratefully 
accepted. Those members that are not directly affiliated 
with a local chapter may send their contributions to the 
State Society Secretary’s office at 631 East Green Street, 
Champaign, Illinois, making checks payable to Legis- 
lative Analyst Fund, I.S. P. E. 

The wholehearted support of the membership of the 
Society is earnestly solicited and is necessary to make 
this full-time Legislative Analyst program possible. 

The Society Board of Direction at its May 20 meeting 
authorized the Secretary to secure the services of J. J. 
Woltmann as legislative analyst for the six-month period 
when the next General Assembly is in session, beginning 
next January and contingent upon the raising of the 
necessary funds by contributions. Mr. Woltmann has 
accepted the position under the above contingency. J. J. 
Woltmann of Bloomington is a successful and highly 
respected consulting engineer with a wide acquaintance 
throughout the state. His acceptance to serve as the 
Society’s Legislative Analyst represents a considerable 
personal sacrifice to him and his business. The Society 
is extremely fortunate and deeply indebted to him for 
accepting this important task. 

A Society Legislative Analyst would be concerned 
with many phases of legislation and not just the pro- 
tection of our Registration Act. Every session of the 
General Assembly brings up scores of bills of concern 
to professional engineering interests, a few of which are 
here listed: Topographic mapping program; financing 
of publhe works for municipalties, drainage and sani- 
tary districts, state, county and township highways and 
bridges; stream pollution, and sewerage works; water- 
ways; flood control; water resources and conservation ; 
airports, zoning laws, building codes; laws authorizing 
rules and regulations affecting engineering construction 
and design; laws of the Hlinois Commerce Commission 
and public utility control, railroads, telephone and tele- 
eraph; transportation systems, terminals and subways; 
distribution of electric power, gas, oil and water; water 
rights; soil conservation (reservoir and channel silting) ; 
natural resources development (mining oil, gas, ete.) ; 
motor fuel tax; legislation affecting salaries and pensions 
of public engineering employees, municipal, county and 
state; labor relations laws; fair employment. practice 
Acts; special commissions for studies involving public 
works (engineers should be represented) ; legislation per- 
taining to competitive bidding for professional services. 

Each legislative session develops some new issues and 
old or dormant ones may be revived. No one can fore- 
cast the exact scope of a legislative analyst’s activities, 
but each session brings an increasing number of impor- 
tant issues of professional engineering concern. The an- 
alyst’s activities will be under the control of the Board 
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of Direction of the Society and, on any controversl 
issues, the Board will decide what action, if any, 
be taken. ; 

Our Society needs vitally to greatly increase its men 
bership in order to encompass a majority of professione) 
engineers within the organization.

Hoover Commission 
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REPORT ON THE ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY 


Boston, Mass., June 8, 9, and 10, 1950 
W. A. Ouiver, National Director 


The following report is too long. For that reason 
probably very few will be willing to read it. However, 
it seemed imperative to report upon the following items 
from among the great mass of business conducted by 
the N.S.P.E. in Boston. If your time is limited, at least 
read paragraphs 3, 6, 7, 8, 10, and 13. 

(1) The Annual Meeting of the National Society of 
Professional Engineers which was held in Boston during 
the morning of June 10th was preceded by a two-day 
meeting of the National Board of Direction. This report 
covers the activities carried on during the three days 
including the Annual Meeting and the meeting of the 
Board. 

(2) While only members are able to vote on matters 
under discussion during a meeting of the Board, all 
members of the National Society in attendance have the 
privilege of the floor so that a lively and worthwhile dis- 
cussion usually develops. Furthermore, it has been the 
observation of the writer that the members of the Board 
are earnestly intent on carrying on the business of Na- 
tional in the interests of their state societies. This last, 
also, leads to discussion which is mainly constructive and 
progressive—unusually so, as far as the experience of 
this writer with such meetings is concerned. 

(3) The report of the Membership Committee is al- 
ways of interest because membership growth is an indi- 
cation of society progress. The following figures con- 
cerning the membership status of National speak for 
themselves.

The increase of eight member state societies from April, 
1948 to May, 1950 is significant. Of more significance, 
however, is the growth of Engineer-in-Training member- 
ship. However, President Stanford in his report stated 
that there are 35,000 E-I-T’s in the United States so 
that there is plenty of room for growth in this direction 
and since the future members of the Society are in this 
group, much effort should be expended here. 

(4) Considerable discussion concerning the establish- 
ment of functional groups in the state societies developed 
during the meeting. This is not a new subject with 
National and the writer has defined it in a previous re- 
port. The organization of these functional groups in the 
Ohio Society is one of the best examples of their activi- 
ties. There is an organization of county engineers, engi- 
neers in private practice, highway engineers, engineers 


in industry and of several other groups all within the 
framework of the state society. Each group has its 0 x 
officers, holds its own meetings and ean act independently > 
in its own interest. At the same time they are all a part 
of the all-inclusive state organization and can have its)

(7) Of particular interest to the younger engineer | 
was the Report of the N.S. P.E. Committee on the j 
Young Engineer.

young engineers, was approved by the Board with th i 
last sentence of Paragraph 2, Article 2 deleted. The 
sentence deleted was, ‘‘Professional engineers who 
find themselves already subject to collective bareainin a 
should seek new employment under conditions more fas 
vorable to professional development and ultimate profes- 
sional recognition.’’ While the National Director was in- 
structed by the chapters of the Ilinois Society voting, 
to vote for the “‘principles,’’ as originally presented, in | 
his own opinion, the approved form expresses present- | 
day conservative thinking among engineers in a better 
fashion, that is, with the sentence quoted above, deleted. 

(8) The entire report of the Committe on the Young 
Engineer is of important interest to all members of they 
profession but it is too long to reproduce here in its en- 
tirety. Copies of the report may be obtained from the: 
National office in Washington. The writer will include 
one other important section verbatim. This discusses the 
question of orientation and should be given serious con 
sideration by all engineers: 


“From discussions in meetings with engineers-in-training and | 
from correspondence with young engineers, it is apparent that 
the number one problem, recognized by the young engineer him: - ] 


self, is orientation. This was covered briefly in a previous report 
in the following words: ti

“‘After several years of carefully planned and progressive 
assignments in the schools, with progress measured by defi- 
nite grades at every step, the young graduate engineer goes 
to work. He finds himself in what appears to be an uncharted 
sea, without a compass and without a log. He doesn’t know 
where he is going or how fast he is getting there. While 
the formal training programs adopted by many large indus- 
_ tries are important for a well-rounded professional develop- 
ment in some fields, they are not a complete answer to this 
particular problem. The young engineer may still have the 
same feeling of helplessness when his training program is 
completed, and he finds himself, for the first time, dependent 
solely upon his own resources for direction and progress. 

“Tf this problem of orientation has any solution, it may 
be found in a closer personal relationship between the younger 
and older men in the profession, and one which can be best 
attacked at the local chapter level.’ 


\Engineers’ Council for Professional Development has prepared 
jpful literature, including a ‘Professional Manual for Junior En- 
eers’ and reprints of Dr. Wickenden’s pamphlet ‘The Second 
le.” These documents could be purchased and distributed by 
al chapters, but the primary need is for direct personal con- 
*t between young engineers and older, successful engineers. Lo- 
| chapters should provide opportunities for such personal con- 
Ser 


(9) President Truman’s Point Four program has now 
some law. What has seemed to be nebulous unformed 
a is now taking shape. Generally favorable com- 
~nt concerning this legislation throughout the Ameri- 
n press would seem to indicate general approval of 
e program. The recommendation of the N.S. P. E. 
at the per diem fee for consultants be raised from $50 
$100 was only partially achieved in that the law 
ows $75 per diem. 

(10) Upon recommendation of the Legislative Com- 
ittee the Board of Direction adopted what amounts to 
neutral attitude toward the proposal to transfer the 
il functions of the Corps of Engineers to the Depart- 
nt of the Interior. Their recommendation follows: 


“The Legislative Committee believes that there is considerable 
rit in the arguments on both sides of this controversy, and that 
is not possible to obtain any degree of unanimity of opinion 
ong our members on this question. An alternative suggestion, 
ich has been reported in the Legislative Bulletin, and which 
s the support of a number of members in Congress, is to estab- 
h a board of engineering review as a top policy group to settle 
risdictional disputes and eliminate overlapping and confusion 
tween Army Engineer and Reclamation Bureau projects. The 
sgislative Committee believes that the Board should consider this 
oposal as a favorable solution to the problem and adopt it as 
policy.” 


onsidering that this is a highly controversial subject 
articularly among a group of engineers, the adoption 
‘the committee’s recommendation would appear to be 
le proper course to take. 

(11) The Legislative Committee, also, recommended 
mtinual activity on the part of all members of the So- 
ety to the end that the provisions for professional 
nployees in the Taft-Hartley Act may be retained in 
hatever form of labor legislation is finally adopted. 
(12) As a result of instructions given to him by the 
tate Board of Direction at its meeting of May 20, 1950, 
e National Director read the following into the records 
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of the meeting in Boston: ‘‘The Illinois Society is offer- 
ing its assistance to the Community Facilities Services 
of the General Administration Service in their efforts 
to determine the economic feasibility of projects for 
which applications have been made for advance plan- 
ning.’’? This was the result of a resolution presented to 
the State Board by the Ambraw Chapter. 

(13) Mr. Alex Van Praag of Decatur reported to 
the Annual Meeting on the important work he has been 
doing for the N.S. P.E. on the ‘‘Joint Committee of 
16,’’ which has been considering plans for a unified pro- 
fession. This committee is made up of representatives 
from sixteen engineering societies. The committee and 
parts thereof have been considering three plans as fol- 
lows: (Plan 1) An Expansion of Engineers Joint Coun- 
cil, (Plan 2) the N.S. P. EB. plan and (Plan 3) a com- 
bined N.S. P.H.-E.J.C. plan. This last is more or 
less a compromise plan. Mr. Van Praag’s general con- 
clusion seemed to be that a unified profession is still 
some distance in the future but that we should continue 
to strive toward that goal. 

(14) The proper closure for a report on a meeting 
of the N.S. P. E. seems to be that: (1) much business 
of importance to the engineering profession was carried 
on but for the sake of brevity only the high spots can 
be touched upon in the report and (2) that the members 
of the Society should read the pages of the Illinois En- 
gineer and the American Engineer for further details.

The Chapter Representa- 
tive, Mr. Boudinot, reported upon the abandonment of 
the building project, and the plans for renting office 
space in Urbana. Under the head of old business, the 
matter of the Quad City Technical Council affiliation 
was discussed. Mr. Boudinot reported in some detail 
upon the program of the Council, its strengths and 
weaknesses, and he discussed the advantages of retaining 
affiliation. In Mr. Stanley’s absence, the Secretary pre- 
sented Mr. Stanley’s case for dissolving the affiliation, 
pointing out that the Council’s actual activities were of 
such nature that they appeared to be in conflict with 
the I.S.P.E. program, and that by association, the Chap- 
ter would tend to lose its independent identity.
